DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgement is made to the amendment filed on 08/18/2009. Applicant's 
argument in the remark section, with respect to claim rejection made in the first Office 
Action (mailed date: 02/20/2009) under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) over Lof (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2004/0160582) in view of Hall (U.S. Patent No. 6,581,438), 
is persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record either alone or in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious a 
predetermined surface which faces a side surface of the substrate held on the holder 
via a predetermined gap and is liquid-repellent; and a chamfered portion formed on an 
upper portion of the predetermined surface, wherein: 

the side surface of the substrate is provided with a liquid-repellent area which is 
liquid-repellent, and the chamfered portion is provided to face the liquid- repellent area 
of the substrate held on the holder.
